He was 
greeted by approximately sixty persons at the airport some of 
whom carried identical signs stating "Welcome Back Brother 
Malcolm." After greeting his family and well wishers, he 
held a press conference. 

Malcolm X stated that he had been gone for eighteen 
weeks having lef; the United States on July 9, 1964. He said 
he traveled to mjny countries in Africa traveling as a religious 
leader through Moslem countries and as Malcolm X~in non-moslem 
countries. He said he returned by way of Geneva and Paris to 
New York. 

He said the objective of his trip was to get a better 
understanding of the Africans' problems and to tell them of the 
problems of the twenty two million Negroes in the United States. 
Malcolm X stated all African countries met him with "open minds, 
open hearts and open doors." According to Malcolm he met with 
some Presidents and Ambassadors of African country e3 and they 
listened to what he had to say about the Negro problems in the 
United States. He said the only solution for the Afro-Negro 
in the United States is to bring ou» case before the United Nations. 
He said it will be difficult for African nations to shy away 
from taking some kind of action against the United States if the 
United States is brought before the United Nations on charges of 
violation of the Negroes human rights, since the African Countries 
themselves have appealed to the United Nations in the past for 
aid and assistance In gaining their independence. 

Malcolm X said "we are advocates of what ever it takes 
to solve our problems. "I'm for anything that gets results and 
believe in the right to do anything that gets results." 

He said he would be willing to meet with any group 
white or black If they are willing and are honestly sincere in 
trying to find the problem and present a solution to the raciaV 
problem. He said the lack of education for the whites as well

as the black Is one of the causes for the social problem in 
the United States* He said education will replace deficiency 
in the Negro and deficiency In the white person. Negro leaders 
have to accept the fact that there are problems between the 
white and black people and they must be* sincere in trying to 
obtain a solution to their problems. 

When a^ked about a statement he made in the past calling,, 
Elijah Muhammad a "religious faicer, !! Malcolm remarked 'ho comment, " 
but then said he would seek a spirit and atmosphere of unity" 
with him.

in the United States, Malcolm X said that the election turned 
out as he predicted. He said President Johnson now has control 
of Congress and the Senate and will not have any excuse for 
not passing good civil rights laws. He said that the fact that 
President Johnson got such a large number of votes he may believe 
that everyone is with him and get a little reckless. 

Malcolm X then remarked that it must be remembered that

Asked to comment on the recent killings in the Congo of 
Americans, Malcolm X said that it must be remembered that Patrice 
Lumumba was murdered by Moise Tshombe who Is now Premier of the 
Congo and he is supported by President Johnson. President Johnson 
is responsible for what happens in the Congo. Malcolm X went on 
to say that the "Congolese have been killed year after year after 
year, and what ever the united States gets in the Congo, she 
is getting what she asked for; the Congo killings is like the 
chickens coming home to roost."

Malcolm X was asked to comment on Mr, Hoover's recent 
criticism of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. Malcolm X stated that 
"you can f t blame the Federal Bureau of Investigation or Mr. 
Hoover for the action or lack of action in the South for 
Mr. Hoover has a boss, the Attorney General, and he in turn 
has a boss, the President. So, the blame has to be placed 
upon the President and the United States Government. 

Asked vvhat is the name of his organization, Malcolm X 
said it is the "Organization Of Afro-American Unity of which* 
I am the chairman. 

"The New York Times," a local daily N ew York newspaper 
dated November 25, 1964, page seventeen, contained an article 
captioned "Malcolm X, Back In the United States, Accuses Johnson 
On Congo." This article states: 

"Malcolm X returned here by plane last 
night from an l6Vneek .tour of Africa ajid 
Europe and declared that the killing of 
white hostages in Stanleyville by 
Congolese rebels was the responsibility 
of President Johnson because of his 
financial support of f Moise Tshombe's hired 
killers.* 

The Black Nationalist leader, who was 
met by about 30 of his followers, said that 
it was 'orobably too bad that they (white 
hostages; had to die, but the Congolese 
have been dying a long time. 1 "

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of islam," (NOI) and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

Cn May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad's Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5333 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque" or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilder- 
ness of North America by establishing an Independent black 
nation in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S 
teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran* believe there 
is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are 
slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils," in 
the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization.

On May 5, 1964, a source advised that the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) affiliate in New York City is known as 
Mosque #7, also known as Temple and is located at 
102 West 116th Street, New York City. Mosque #T Is 
part of the NOI headed by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, Illinois. Mosque #7*has two 
branches; Mosque #7B at 105-03 Northern Boulevard, 
Queens, New York City, and Mosque #7C at 120 Madison 
Street, Brooklyn, New York. These branches are part 
of Mosque #7. 

The date Mosque #7 originated in New York City 
is not known. 

However, In connection with the origin of

MUSLIM MOSQUE . INCORPORATED 

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Times," a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of l3lam (NOI) and Minister of NOI Mosque #7, New York, who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this public statement MALCOIM X 
urged Ilegroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when 
it *s necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
stru^le, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs* to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 
1?64, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, justice, and equality for Negroes, He stated 
that Islam was the religious philosophy of the MMI, while 
the political, economic and social philosophy was black 
nationalism. 

On May 15* 1964, a confidential source advised that 
the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, Hotel 
Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue. New York City, where they were 
established on March 16, 1964.

ORGANIZAT ION OF AFRO- AMERICAN UNITY (OAAU) .... 

On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and 
leader of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly 
announced the formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity (OAAU), with himself as Chairman. This 
announcement was made at a public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and l66th Street, New 
York City. 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
aims read by MALCOIJ! X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all" pecple of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent. It is patterned after the "letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia » in 
May, 1963. 

A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
differences between Negroes so they can work together for

"The following open telegram was dispatched 
December 7, 1964, by Captain Raymond Sharrleff of 
the Fruit of Islam of the Nation of Islam in Norton 
America to the former Malcolm X, defected from the 
Muslim movement: 

"Mr. Malcolm: We hereby offfcially warn you 
that the Nation pf Islam shall no longer ( . . 
tolerate your' scandllizing the name of I 
our leader and teacEer the Honorable Elijah 
Muhammad regardless of where such 
scandalizing has been. 1 

Signed: Captain Raymond Sharrleff > the Nation of 
Islam im North America." 

The "Crusader" is a weekly newspaper published 
at 6429 South Park, Chicago, Illinois. It >

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation 
of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

On May 8, 1964, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960 
MUHAMMAD and ether NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD'S teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro.; that the so-

devils," in the United States; and that the white race, because of 
its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will * ; nea- 
troyed in the approaching "War cf Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, ^ncludirfc 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions c. \:e 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1956, the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements a-.s 
instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of his 
organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by cne United! 
States Government; however, he did not indicate any fundamental 
changes in the teachings of his organization* 

On May 7, 1964, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects 
of tl:e teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to 
be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. This policy change, 
according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest In his programs. 
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FRUIT OF ISLAM 



On Kay 8, 1964, a source advised that the Fruit of 
Islam (FOI) is a group within the Nation of Islam (NOI) composed 
of male members of the NOI* The purpose of the FOI is to 
protect officials and property of the NOI, assure compliance 
of members with NOI teachings, and to prepare for the "War of 
Armageddon." Members of the FOI are required to participate 
in military drill and are afforded the opportunity to engage 
in judo training. The FOI is governed by a military system 
wherein the members are controlled by general orders similar 
to those Issued by regular military organizations. 
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MUSLIM MOSQUK, INCORPORATED 

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The Hew York Tines," 
a dally newspaper published 1b New York, New York, costal aed 
as article on page 20 which Indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLS), 
former national official of the Nation of Islam (HOI) 
and Minister of NOI Mosque #7, New York, who broke 
with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced la New York 
City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, 
Incorporated (MMI). The MM I, according to the article, 
would be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary coat rlbut loan. 
In this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of non-violence when it Is necessary to defend 
themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and property 
in times of emergencies in areas where the government is unable 
or unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 1964, 
with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York County, 
New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incorporated under the 
Religious Corporation Law of the State of New York to work for the 
imparting of the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in nccordance 
with "accented Islamic principals." the principal place 
of worship to be located In the Borough of Ma aha t tan, New 
York, New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, Cleveland, 
Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that the MMI does not 
stand for integration, but for complete freedom, justice, a ad 
equality for Negroes. He stated that Islam was the religious 
philosophy of the MMI, while the political, ecomomlc and 
social philosophy was black nationalism. 

On May 15, 1964, a confidential source advised that the 
headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, Hotel Theresa. 
2090 Seventh Avenue, New York City, where they were established 
on March 10, 1964.

Ob Hay 3, 1963, a source advised that the Natloa 
of Islam (HOI) affiliate la New York City la kaowa as Mosque #7, 
also know a as Tempi* #7, aad Is located st 102 Vest 116th Street, 
New York City. Mosque #7 Is a part of the NOI headed by JKLIJAH •:*. 
MUHAMMAD, with headquarters la Chi cap, Illinois. Mosque #7 
follows the policies and programs as set forth by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD* 

The date Mosque #7 orlgiaated la New York City is sot 

kaowa. 

However, la connection with the orlgla of Mosque #7, 
it should be aoted that la 1953, a second source advised that 
there was a temple of the NOI (kaowa to source thea as the 
Muslim Cult of Islam) la New York City located at 135th 
Street aad Seventh Avenue, as far back as 1947.
